‘Military Assistance Is Not Mentioned 
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At Economic Summit 


7 Nations’ Leaders Set 


By James Goldsborough 


LONDON, May ὃ (CHT).— 
Leaders of the industrial world’s 
largest nations gathered here to- 
day for tomorrow's opening of 
the third economic summit meet- 
ing against a backdrop of dif- 
ferences on how to solve the 
Principal economic problems. 

President Carter, who arrived 


last night—the first of the six 


visiting chiefs of government to 
arrive—made it clear in remarks 
today in Newcastle upon Tyne. 
in northern England, that the 
Purpose of this mecting was a 
Symbolic demonstration. not an 
effort to find short-term solutions 
to the industrial world’s nagsing 
economic problems. 

“We are determined in the 
United States to use our great 
economic and social and political 
and military strength sy that we 
can never be successfully chal- 
Jenged by any competing philos- 
ophy,” the President said. “And 
we are very eager to combine 
with our allies and friends to 
make sure that this resolve is 
clearly understood by all.” 

The resolve to be expressed 
here is not just economic. Follow- 
ing the two-day economic summit 
session that ends Sunday, Mr. 
Caster will go to Geneva Monday 
to consult on the Middle East 
with Syrian President Hafez al- 
Assad, then return here for the 
opening of the two-day NATO 
meeting Tuesday. 

Highlight of Trip 

But the economic summit—the 
meeting with leaders of Britain, 
France, Italy, West Germany, 
Canada and Japan—is the high~ 
light of Mr. Carter’s trip. The 
Jeaders of the seven nations will 
try to narrow differences on key 
economic issues as they have 
tried twice before, in Rambouil- 
let, Trance, 18 months agn and 
in Puerto Rico it months ago. 

Mr. Carter's visit to Newcastle 
upon Tyne today. which was a 
British idea. was expressly to see 
the ancestral home of Georze 
Washington, at Washington, about 
half an hour from Newcastle. Mr, 
Carter used the occasion to link 
economics end human rights: 

“We have an eagerness to com- 
pete in an ideological way around 
the world,” he said, Because of 
the industrial world’s economic 
Strength and its commitment to 
human rights, he said. “we will 
prevail” 

In background briefings here, 
Officiais have warned not to ex~ 
pect a series of concrete mea- 
sures from the weekend meect~ 
ing. Rather, they said, it is im- 
Portant for leaders of these na- 
tions to meet to discuss frob- 
Iems common to all and to agree 
not to seek individual solutions 
at the expense of each other. 

Common Positions 

In addition, the officials said, 
these meetings will enable the 
seven to try to reach common 
positions in policies affecting 
nonindustrial Third World and 
Communist nations.

"Ethiopia Signs Friendship, Aid Accords With Russia

MOSCOW, May 6 (NYT).—The 
revolutionary military’ govern- 
ment in Ethiopia today moved 
toward closer ties with the 
Soviet Union by signing 2 series 
of documents promoting coopera~ 
tion between the two comitries.

The general administrator of the French Atomic Energy Com- 


mission, André Giraud, explain~ 
ed the breakthrough ἕο a con- 
ference of 2,000 nuclear experts 
«from 60 countries. He said 
France “did not exclude the pos- 
sibility of cooperating with other 
nations” in making the process 
commercially feasible. 

But he refused to answer any 
technical questions on the sys- 
tem, except to say it was a 
chemical process. 

Disclosure of the French bresk- 
through. first made in Paris 
yesterday, may remove a poten- 
tial source of conflict for Presi- 
dent Carter and some U‘S. allies 
at the London summit con- 
Terence. 

Nonproliferation Aid 

If such a process is prored 
Practical, it could help prevent 
the spread of atomic arms to 
Don-nuclear nations.. 3 concern 
Treqnently stressed by Mr. Carter. 

The U.S. government has op- 
posed the export of nuclear tech- 
Tology to von-nuclear states 
when the equipment sold would 
facilitate the production of 
atomic arms. 

Despite U.S, objections. West 
Germany has contracted to sell 
8. reprocessing plant to Brazil and 
France has sold one to Pakistan. 

Nelson Sievering, head of the 
U.S. delegation in Salzburg. spoke 
for many other experts here when 
he said: “We are very much in- 
terested in the nonproliferation 
aspects, But we really don't know 
enough about the process.” 

Mr, Giraud toid the conference 
that France's technique could 
produce reactor fuel but could not 
produce fuel of the grade requir- 
ed to make weapons. 

Paris Decision 


The decision to announce the 
breakthrough was made in Paris 
yesterday at a meeting of France's 
Commission of Nuclear Foreign 
Poliey that was chaired by Pres- 
ident Valery Giscard d'Bstaing, 

Mr. Gjraud said the process, 
which wes developed during the 
last 10 years, had been proved 
out in the lahoratory and in nilot 
Plants.

Was Siraped: to Milan Firm

ROME, Mey 6—The former 
directory of the European Eco 
nomic Community's security divi- 
sion said today that a shipment 
of 200 tons of uranium ore that 
was Jost in 1968 had been destin- 
ed for s company in Morocco 
before being scid—-on paper—to a 
smal] firm in Milan. 

The official, Enrico Jacehia, 
said the Milan company never 
knew the content of the ship- 
ment, and the cargo never reach- 
ed Milan. The markings on the 
560 barrels in the shipment said 
tne barrels contained plumbsie, 
a salt formed from lead dioxide 
acid, which requires special 
handling. Mr. Jacchia said at a 
press conference. 

The shipment could have been 
processed to make 60 bombs the 
size of the bomb the United 
States dropped on dHireshima, 
Japan, in 1945, he said. 

- Last week, the U.S, Senate 
Belect Committee on Intelligence 
announced it would investigate 
the case of the missing ore. On 
Mondas, the EEC officially con- 
firmed reports in the U.S. press 
that the ore had vanished. 

An EEC spokesman said then 
that control measures of ithe 
European Atomic Energy Com- 
munity ‘Euratom: had been 
Birengthened since 1968 and that 
no other joss of nuclear material 
had been reported since. 

Mr. Jacchia was the HEC's 
director of security controls 
until 1973, when he was named 
honorary director, He is an 
Italian.

Is Stolen in Geneva 

GENEVA, May 6 (Reuters).— 
Geneva police today launched 
an appeal for the return of three 
packages containing radioactive 
Yiquid which were stolen Monday 
at Geneva airport.

Despite Setback, Militants Vow to Go On 


Power Workers Vote Against Ulster Strike 


BELFAST, May 6 (AP),—Prot- 
estant militants were dealt a 
Stronger blow early tonight when 
power workers voted not to join 
the four-day-old strike in North- 
em Ireland. 

But strike leaders vowed to 
continue their efforts. 

The power workers at the huge 
Ballylumford plant made their 
decision at a secret meeting. The 
plant controls two-thirds of the 
province's electrical output and 
its shutdown would have brought 
factories to a halt. 

Tt was the power workers’ sup- 
port of α Protestant strike thet 
paralyzed the province in May, 
1974, end toppled the first Prot- 
estant-Roman Catholic adminis- 
tration in Ulster’s 55-year his- 
tory. 

‘The Rev. Jan Paisley, the leader 
of the United Unionist Action 
Come, whicn launched the 
strike at midnight Monday, had 
said earlier that the power 
workers’ union Jeaders had pledg- 
ed their support for the strike, 
aimed at paralycing the economy 
of the province and forcing the 
British government to make ma- 
jor policy changes.

The strikers renewed their call 
for a shutdown in an apparent 
attempt to counter dwindling 
Support. They appealed for 2 
complete shutdown on Monday 
in an action seemingly designed 
to pressure the power workers 
to back the strike.

The judge: He was not the chief justice.

Richard Nixon's gullt was. finally. a British 
journalist who, like the defendant, stood to 
gain great profit from the trial, Stil, de- 
spite advance fears of mushy defetence.

The defendant: That Richard Nixoo had 
been unseen for three years was startling in 
itseli. For many of us. our entire adult lives 
can be calibrated by his six (or was it 60) 
erises. Think how long he has been an in- 
teger of politics—since before half the pres- 
ent population was born How minutely, 
thus, πὸ inspected the deepened seams on 
the mask of his face, and wondered whether 
he thought even a million dollars could com- 
pensate him for the self-dezradation of each 
new ‘telitale?) fluff. fumble and evasion. 
How suspiciously we examined such tailored 
touches as a quotation that Nixon pointedly 
described to his interrogator as coming from 
“one οἱ your British prime ministers." And 
yet. before it was over, the mask. for once. 
fell away After declaring he would never 
grovel. Richard Nixon. in his own way. apol- 
ogized: “I tet down my friends. I let down 
the country. I let down our system of gov- 
ernment.” 

The verdict: There can be none. The very 
Nature of the trial stacked the deck in the 
defendant's favor. Who could foliow all the 
confusing or forgotten detail of what was 
said (or meant) when? In this setting. even 
resolvable disputes over facts could not be 
resolved. The interviewer could not slam 
down a gavel and declare. “Overruled.” The 
most he cowd do was to agree to disagree: 


one man's word against another. Truth 
was neutered 
It doesn't matter anymore. Indeed, to 


keep gnawing at the bone of Watergate guilt 
is foolishly distracting—as if arrogance. 
deveit and abuse of power began, or ended, 
with Nixon: as if convicting him now would 
somehow relieve us of responsibility for the 
future. What does matter is how the past 
three years have affected the other side of 
the screen. Are we now more practiced at 
self-righteousness and self-deception? What 
lasting furrows of wisdom has Watergate 
impressed onto the American brow? 
Watergate exposed an enduring dilemma 


that explains a strength of the presidency 
but also says Much about excess. It is sum~- 
marized in the football credo popular with 
Nixon: ‘Winning isn’% everything. It's the 
only thing.” To become president requires 
calculation. single-mindedness and ferocity. 
qualities which can. abruptly, become far 
less admirable after an election, depending 
on the character of the man. Even if the 
electorate judges character wisely. not even 
the most upright president can wholly im- 
mimize himself against the compulsions of 
office. 

The nation has. so far, responded to this 
dilemma with a tide of reform, The cam- 
paign finance law already has vastly less- 
ened the impact of private money on our 
choice of presidents, and that benign result 
is likely soon to be extended to congressional 
elections. Congress has risen from its torpid 
acquiescence to the executive branch and 
now asserts itself generally, notably in over- 
seeing intelligence activities and the federal 
budget. Both Congress and the executive 
are now fashioning new ethical codes, in- 
eluding extensive financial disclosure re- 
quirements for legislators and officials. The 
terms “executive privilege’ and “national 
security” are no longer magic incantations 
that automatically paralyze inquiry. 

Are such reforms adequate? Cynics al- 
ready wonder whether they will not quickly 
degenerate into perfunctory piety. Some 
legislators seem resigned to enacting lifeless 
monuments to a fleeting national attention 
span, It will take years to find out: the 
ultimate Watergate trial lies ahead. It will 
test not our capacity to blame Nixon but 
our ability to monitor and adjust the checks 
and balances we profess to be precious—to 
understand the infectious imperatives of 
power. Just how infectious is evident not 
from what Nixon says now, but from a con- 
versation with John Dean, in September. 
1972, about his political “enemies”: 

“They are asking for it and they are golng 
to get it. We have not used the power in 
this first four years, as you know. We have 
never sed it. We have not used the [FBI 
and we have not used the Justice Depart- 
ment, but things are going to change now. 
And they are either going to do it right or 
go.”

President: “Thanks, it has to be done.”

U.S.-Vietnamese Ties 


The early progress reported from Paris by 
the United States and Vietmam in their 
talks to normalize relations is satisfying in- 
fieed. Barely two years have passed since 
the wracking end of what most Americans 
now regard 25 a mistaken effort to shape 
the political evolution of Indochina, But 
there has been no substantial reason given 
since why Washington should not accent the 
Communist victory and proceed in its diplo- 
macy from there. 

On the contrary, there are substantial rea- 
sons to accept the Communist regime. It is 
in power. Now that the North, shredding 
the fiction of the South's independence, has 
swallowed the South, the government rules 
over some 45 million people who make up 
one of the strongest countries of the region. 
Certainly not out of guilt or obsequicusness. 
but out of the same realism that dictates ties 
with almost every other Communist govern- 
ment. the United States should deal with 
Vietnam. 

For a while after its victory, Hanoi evi- 
dently felt it could squeeze “reparations”—in 
efiect an admission of gullt—out of the 
United States, When it sobered up, talks be- 
came possible, The Vietnamese are, help- 
fully. taking further steps to provide infor- 
mation on men missing im action. It 15 
almost certain that no person comnsidered an 


MIA 15 still alive. But the quest for more 
information must go on. Crude intrusions. 
by the way, like the gratuitous no-aid-for- 
Vietnam resolution passed in the House the 
other evening. can only complicate the 
process. 

The Nixon-Ford administration could not 
rise above its humiliation on the Vietna- 
mese ground. Jimmy Carter is unburdened 
by similar personal or political hangups) He 
has dropped American objections to United 
Nations membership for Vietnam and 
Pledged an early ending of the trade em- 
bargo. Vietmam's desperate need for access 
to the international economy, to advance 
reconstruction. assures Washington leverage 
to see that relations are restored on fair 
terms. 

There is no bright new day dawning in 
official American-Vietnamese relations, al- 
though no doubt there will be intense and 
diverse emotional meanings in the official 
passage for many individual Americans and 
Vietnamese. The scars are too deep for it 
to be otherwise. There can be, however. 
mature acceptance of the mutual advantage 
in drawing 2s much as possible of the pol- 
son of the past and in arranging future.
